However, it is claimed Iw <omc that the meiiiliers of this revo¬ 
lutionary Committee had no riglit'io condemn any spy lo death, be- 
cauM the reviiluliuiiary goverimient had never Ixcn acknowli-dged as a 
belligerent boily.

England has been a place of safety for political refugees of 
every description for hundreds of years. I-'nglaud has never given 
up ajxililical refugee in all her hi.story. 

Even when a near relative of Queni Victoria, .-Alc.xander II. was 
killed by a revolutionary conimitlee, and some of tliose closely con¬ 
nected with the decil were suppised to lie in h'-glaiul—nnlxHly in 
that countrv for one moment entertained the i<lca of curbing the sacrcil 
right of asylum. 

The Knglish woiihl not even think of giving up John Most, who 
afiplaiided in a fierce article the killing of Alexander 11 . However, 
•John Most was brought before an Knglish ;urv and punished accord¬ 
ing to Fnglisli laws for whjitevcr he had done in Knglaiid.

Kvidently .American statesmen of the past hchl the same views. 

I do not UiKiw- of any instance in this country until itori', that a 
political refugee had ever lieen in danger of being given up to his en¬ 
emies, ixi matt r how bloody the revolution had Ix-en in wliich he Iiad 
taken |iart. 

A revolution of the t”ix- that we sec in Russia by necessity bc- 
ciiini-s very likxMly. The Russian revolution is still on. .And al¬ 
though unsnccrssfut so far, it has already cost more human lives than 
the great F'rench revolution which was succe.ssful. 

However, the czar killed a thousand times as many as did the 
revolutionists. 

Itcsidcs, a government like the rzar's is an anomaly in the 
twentieth century. And I may say that the average American, if he 
bad the misfortune to be a Rus-sian subject tcxlay, would without 
doubt be a revolutionist. 

Only such Americans as have their heart covcrcvl by their check 
book, or their brains befuddled with cham|iagne, are of a different 
opinion. 

• • • 

In support of my statement as to the |xisition of the United 
Stales in the past, I want to quote tlie case of Marlin Kosztka. 

Kosztka. after the Hungarian insurrection of 1848-40. fieri to 
Turkey, and from there emigrated to the United Slates. He stayed 
here only a Ifttlc over a year and a Iialf: then he returned to Hun¬ 
gary- lo do some plotting against the life of Francis Joseph 1 , em¬ 
peror of .Austria—now a diamond jubilee monarch, but in those <lays 
considered one of the worst young tyrants’ in Europe. 

Fifty and sixty years ago plotting against the lives of kings was 
a fey.'iriie past-time of European revolutionists, including blazzini. 
Ledru-Rollin, Kossuth and others. This was so common that one of 
the kings, when a.sked about it, coolly remarked that it was one of the 
htisiness risks of being a king. 

Kosztka was Kossuth's agent. 

The ploi was revealed. Sonic of the conspirators were ar- 
Ttsted, and Kosztka fled to Turkey, which, in spile of being an autoc¬ 
racy would never give up a political refugee to any body. .<?iillan Abdul 
Ifedshid declareil that he would sooner have war. 

* • • 

Bui Turkey- was weak, and Austria was .strong and was backed 
up by Russia. In Smyrna (Asia minor), Kosztka was simply ar¬ 
rest^ (in spite of the Turkish authorities) by the {^darmrs of the 
'Austrian consul, who had received Kosztka's description. He was 
taken by force aboard the Austrian frigate Huszar, and put in chains. 

It so happenetl that just iw'ious to his leaving the United 
States. Kosztka had declared his intentions of becoming a citizen; that 
Is. he fiatl taken out the so-called first papers. A;id on the strength of 
this he claimetl the protection of the American consul. 

Kosztka's case was weak. He was not a citizen of the United 
States. He liad left America after declaring his intentions. And he 
had undoubtedly been plotting against the Tifc of the Austrian em¬ 
peror. 

• • • 

However, that did not make much difference in those days. 

On July 2, 1853. Cjtptain Ingraham of the United Slates ikx^ of 
war St. Iziiiis came'to Smyrna harbor and gave tite Austrian fri^te 
Huszar six hours time to surrender Ko^ka. Ingraliam cooDy told 
the .Au.strians that if he did not have Kosztka by 4 o'clock p.m. of 
^ same day he would open fire. 

The .Austrian consul and the Austrian captain protested like a 
'Milwaukee lawyer defending grafters. However, when Inmham 
cleared his deck for action, the Austrians suddenly found that it 
was all a bad misunderstanding, and that they wxiiild surreniier Koszt¬ 
ka to the French consul until ^ matter could be investigated. 

The Frenchman turned him over . to the Americans. And 
Ingraham was satisfied as long as he got Kosztka. 

• • * 

There was some diplomatic excitange of notes afternards. of 
course. 

.Austria was vCrv angry and demanded that the action of the 
'American consul in Smyrna and of Captain Ingraham should be rep¬ 
udiated by our government and that both e< them be reprimaD|t|ed. 

But Marcy, at that time our secretary of stale, was no Elihu 
Root, .^d what Marcy told the Austrians made history. Cap¬ 
tain Ingraham- got no r^rimand. But he grt s-words |{More present¬ 
ed to hun in New York, in St. Louis, and in other cities. And be 
was dined and wined ail over the country. 

• • • 

I do not know whether Rudowitz has taken out his first ptsers 
Dr not. If he failed to do so the-Krase Is not entirely parallel. Hol(t- 
rver. in the general make-up both cates are ujptical. 

.And unless the United States have entirely dcgenei

It the right of asylum for jxilitical refugees is mrrendfrfj to 
Russia in the rase of Rudowitz why not in all other u.<tances? 

There is Jan Janoff Pourrii. There -arc thcitisaiKts of others 
against wlwmi similar charges may lx‘ Irumbfd uf '*_v he liusfian 
htondhounJj. 

If the .Amerieaii guvernmenl is so far devoid •very demo¬ 
cratic priticiple as to act as a catchpoll for the Russlait Cmr, then let 
the Statue of I.iherty in the Iwrlxir of New York he tliroitti into the 
sea. .And in its place let us ertxtt a "public comfort station” for the 
exclusive use of European lords and aristiKrals, when they come here 
to exclvangc their rotten lilies for the dollars und the danglitcrs of onr 
nmlti-millionairr.s. 


For the .sake of the honor of the .American pcoiiU-. for the sake 
of the history of the future, I h^jie that President Tlionkirc Roose¬ 
velt will at once interfere. 

I hope that he will set aside the decision of the (Tiirago politi¬ 
cian and once for all proclaim lliat this is a harbor of refuge for the 
oppressed of all nations—no matter ‘V/—' (3 
what ooimtrv thev have fled from, ■ f A 

or what tyrant they have fought in 
the |>ast.

The 'Socialists nationally with- 
stCKxl the Taft wave and also in¬ 
creased their vote, but not so much 
as capitalism, with its guilty con¬ 
science, had feared. .And besides, 
the .A. F. of L. partisans, instead of 
massing a vast protest vole, lost 
their identity through a bargain 
with the DemiKTatt. Tlie Socialist 
vote, iiowcver. has been big enough 
to frighten the old parties and 
nothing shows this belter than the 
fare-,- ell message of Roosevelt, just 
issued. .To lu. it is decidedly rich 
reading, and the portions on “I-a- 
lx)r” and “The Courts” are deserv¬ 
ing of preservation, as showing 
how the rise of the common peojfle 
is forcing the thought of conces¬ 
sions to the people on the part of 
the ruling class. Five years ago 
such expressions would have been 
looked on as madnesi. Now they 
belong to the trend of the times. 
That trend is toward the rule of the 
people—the people who produce— 
not the parasites. In proof of what 
we have said we subjeun a few- 
choice paragraphs from the mes¬ 
sage:
